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Not slothful in diligence; fervent in 
•pirit, serving the I^ord.— Romans 12:11 

What a wonderful story of the 
trausforming power of Christ is un- 
folded in that part of the Acts of the 
Apostles that deals with the life and 
work of St. Paul. Reading this 
simple narrative and supplementing 
it with further information gathered 
from the Pauline epistles, we cannot 
but feel a growing admiration for 
the great apostle, as we comprehend 
his fervor and zeal and the vast 
scope and significance of the work 
crowded into the short space of time 
that intervened between his conver- 
sion on the road to Damascus, and 
his martyrdom in Rome. 

We find him at the outset an ac- 
tive and zealous persecutor of the 
Christians, spurred on by a fanatic- 
ism, which the rigor of his early 
training had instilled into his mind. 
In the excess of misplaced zeal he 
sought out the despised adherents 
of the Gospel, and found a joy in 
delivering them over to the magis- 
trates of the land to be punished 
with all the inhumanity of that un- 
enlightened age. But as he journeyed 
towards Damascus, beut on another 
mission of intolerance and cruelty, 
the blinding light that revealed to 
him the Christ he persecuted, kin- 
dled in his heart a new and diviner 
flame that was to purge his spiritual 
nature of its grossness and complete- 
ly change the tenor of his life. 

It was no longer Saul, the per- 
secuted, that opened his eyes on the 
new dawning, but Paul the Apostle. 
No longer blind, unreasoning fana- 
ticism that inspired him, but an en- 
thusiasm high and holy, that rushed 
through his heart like a whirlwind, 
sweepiug aside the barriers of ignor- 
ance, prejudice and cruelty, quick- 
ening the divine spirit within him, 
and he flung aside the sword of the 
persecutor for the torch of the Gos- 
pel that was to illume the darkest 
corners of far-off pagan lands. 

Consider the tremendous moral 
struggle it must have cost St. Paul 
to turn from the errors of his ways ; 
to renounce as wrong the teachings 
and motives that had influenced his 
earlier conduct ; to become the 
friend of those he had hitherto hat- 
ed and despised, and by his future 
life and doctrine stand forth as the 
great exponent of the very tenets he 
had formerly abhorred. He must 
have known by dear-bought experi- 
ence the price he would have to pay. 
What he had dealt aforetime to the 
Christians in the way of ridicule, 
persecution and oppression, would 
be doubly and trebly his portion 
now that he espoused their cause. 
He would have to overcome besides 
the justifiable fear and suspicion of 
those he wished to serve. Still he 
did not shrink from the task before 
him. God gave him the will to do 
and to dare, and the enthusiasm of 
his now acknowledged Lord and 
Saviour, Jesus Christ, filled his 
whole being. Enthusiasm made 
him strong. It called forth the 
latent powers in him and enabled 
him to accomplish gloriously the 
task before him, a task that would 
have appalled a heart less stout, and 
a spirit less fervent than was Paul's. 
It is not possible here to enter on 
a lengthy review of his work. We 
can only note how he as a minister of 
the gospel displayed the n.osl uii 
wearied courage and perseverance in 
the face of difficulty and danger. 
HardHhips and persecutions were his 
daily portion, and the.se he endured 
with patience and cheerfulness, they 
lint added to the restless, consuming 
liKs within him. Thrioc he made 
long and toilsome missionary 
journeys, in the course of which he 
overthrew three heathen religions, 
established numerous churches and 
won thousands over to the cause of 
Christ. He watched with i>aternal 
care ovor the churches he had 
founded, guiding and sustaining 
them in their trials, strengthening 
the faith and regulating the conduct 
of his converts by such directions 
and advice as their circumstances 
required. To jjersonal instruction 
and exhortation he added a series of 
nnrivnilcd epic epistles to churches 
.ind individuals, with a view to cx- 
I)ouuding the true doctrines of the 



gospel, of deciding controversies, 
refuting errors and enjoining the 
observance of moral duties 

The story of his life is inspiring. 
He breathes of our age — of strenu- 
ous endeavor— of enthusiasm. He 
was no anchorite dwelling far from 
the busy haunts of men and taking 
no part in the worlds affairs. On the 
contrary he kept in close touch with 
the people. He preached to them in 
the market-]ilace, in the crowded 
street, in the synagogue and the for- 
um, wherever he happened to find 
his listeners. He was a keen ob- 
server of men and events, as his epis- 
tles show. He knew the character of 
the men of his times, their sins and 
weaknesses, and he was as luisparing 
in his fearless condemnation of vice 
and wickedness as he was ready to 
aid in reformation and to point out 
the efficacy of the Gospel and the 
need of the saving grace of Christ. 
The practical teachings so freely in- 
termingled in his epistles, arc adapt- 
ed to the needs of all times; as appli- 
cable to-day as they were when he 
wrote them centuries ago. When he 
sums up the masterly argument in 
the foregoing part of the Epistle to 
the Romans and reaches this verse: 
"Not slothful in diligence, fervent in 
spirit, serving the I,ord," who can 
doubt that the words sprang from 
his own conviction of their impor- 
tance, the fruit of his own pensonal 
experience. 

Paul is not the only example in the 
Bible of what enthu.siasm will accom- 
plish. The sacred volume is replete 
with enthusiastic characters. It is 
a book that should appeal to young 
men, for it records the doings of 
many endowed with all the energy 
and enthusiasm of youth. Moses 
when he entered on his great mi.ssion 
to the Hebrews was not an old man. 
David, the warrior-king of Israel, 
was a youth when he appears on the 
scene and his greatest exploits were 
achieved while he was in the prime 
life. The great prophets, Isaiah, 
Jeremiah, Kzekiel, Daniel and the 
others whom we term the minor pro- 
phets, delivered their messages of 
warning and exhortation which even 
at this late day retain all the marvel- 
orts earnestness and vigor of the men 
who uttered them. Christ was a 
young man when he began His work 
and so were most of His disciples. 
He did not choo.sc them for their wis- 
dom, their wealth or high station in 
life. They were men of humble ori- 
gin. It was not the external man 
that appealed to our Lord. He saw 
into their hearts and found there the 
first faint glow of the flame which 
His call had kindled and which His 
teaching was to increa.se, and finally 
.send them through the world a flam- 
ing fire, undinuned through all the 
centuries that have passed. John 
the Baptist, Christ's great forerun- 
ner, is pictured as a young man of 
great earnestness and enthusiasm, a 
radiant energy lighting the way for 
thecomingof the long expected Mes- 
siah, the Saviour of the world. 

Turn to history and read the re- 
cord' of those indomitable .souls 
whose achievements have had a 
lasting influence on the general cur- 
rent of the world's affairs. You 
will find that the measure of their 
success was as the measure of their 
enthusiasm. No tnatter to what 
sphere of human endeavor we direct 
our search, it is always the glowing 
heart that urges the man of genius 
onward, till the results aimed at and 
patiently and persistently followed, 
are at last ascertained and evident. 
The men of science who wrested 
secrets from the forces of nature, 
adding to the sum of the wisdom of 
the world and conferring benefits of 
inestimable value on their fellow- 
men. The great warriors who over- 
threw thrones and empires, not in- 
fre<iuently the instruments of God, 
changing the course of the world's 
history. The discoverers and ex- 
plorers who opened to civilization 
vast, undreamed of continents ; 
blazing paths through the trackless 
wilderness, clearing forests, drain- 
ing swamps, enduring hardships 
and privations, and all unconscious- 
ly preparing the way for the mil- 
lions that since then have followed 
in their footsteps. The pioneers in 
the education of the deaf who brav- 
ed the difficulties and discotiragc- 
ments that attended the fir.st begin- 
nings of the work, and the pioneers 
in every thing that has conduced to 
the welfare and uplifting of man- 
kind. All were fervent men, ex- 
amples of what indu.stry and en- 



thusiasm will accomplish. True, 
ambition was always present in 
varying forms, selfish and other- 
wise, but at the basis of every great 
deed achieved lies the enthusiasm 
that furnished the dynamic power to 
the effort. Heroism is but another 
form of enthusiasm, spasmodic in its 
action, called forth by the exigen- 
cies of times and circumstances, 
while enthusiasm is steady, earnest 
effort and devoteduess under all con- 
ditions. 

There never was a time when 
there was greater need than at pre- 
sent for enthusiastic men and wo- 
men. We are living in a wonder- 
ful and progressive age. On all 
sides rise masterpieces of human 
skill and achievement in science, 
the arts, cotnmerce, manufacture 
and every conceivable form of 
human effort. The cry is continu- 
ally for strong men and women, fer- 
vent in spirit, equipped with the 
qualities of head, heart and hand, 
that will enable them to grapple 
with the problems that come crowd- 
ing into the present state of society. 
Men and women who will not be 
content with mediocre effort, but 
will put heart and soul into their 
work and prove capable of attain- 
ing to leadership. Competition is 
keen in all the walks of life, and to 
win place one nmst call into use 
every trained faculty, must be zeal- 
ous in the little, commonplace af- 
fairs of life, as well as in the great 
ones, or stand small chance of gain- 
ing the slightest foothold. Not an 
inch of vantage ground will the 
world yield to the laggard, the 
shirker, and shiftless ne'er-do-well. 
The whine of the weak man is lost 
in the tumult of the hurrying 
throtig. But to the man possc.s.sed 
with energy — that restless push and 
go so neces.sary to keep abreast of 
the times, the world will grant 
fighting ground and let him hew his 
own way to success. 

Such a man goes surging through 
the years his heart alight with a 
courage that makes him square his 
shoulders and set his teeth resolutely 
when perplexities multiply, respon- 
sibilities increase, and the burden oft- 
times seems too heavy to be borne. 
Entliusiasm — ^God in him — helps 
him to triumph over the weariness 
of mind and body and the despair of 
the soul that often as.sails him. He 
persists in spite of discouragements 
and obstacles that strew his path. 
I'or him labor has none of the dull, 
soul-destroying monotony and rou- 
tine that grinds down thousands of 
human beings, who deem man's 
greatest privilege. Duty, a cruel 
ta.skmaster, making their lives bitter 
with hard lx»ndage and meagre 
reward. In their hand-to-mouth 
struggle for existence all nobler as- 
pirations of manhood are crdwded 
out, and there is never a gleam of 
the sun of man's glorious destiny to 
cheer them on their way. 

The man fervent in spirit rises to 
his daily task eager for what possi- 
bilities the day may bring forth. 
His toil is clothed with the dignity 
of a high calling, such as made the 
carpenter shop of Nazareth holy and 
threw a halo round the tents of St. 
Paul. He puts heart and soul into 
his work, using the gifts and capaci- 
ties he has l)een endowed with by a 
generous Crcater. He seizes every 
opixjrtunity to do good. He is not 
forgetful of his duty towards God 
and his fellow men, and brings to 
them the same ardor and conscien- 
tiousness he apjilies to the pursuits 
that concern himself. The radiant 
circle of his energy and enthusiasm 
and usefulness grows ever wider, as 
the diverging waves from a pebble 
cast into a pool. He touches other 
lives and they thrill with his enthti- 
siasm, and some weak despairing 
brother feels the impul.se, lifts up 
his head, takes heart, and .strives 
again. 

In every department of wordly 
affairs we .see how men are praised 
for zeal and diligence ; they are 
hojiore'd in proix>rtion to the ardor 
with which they engage in their 
resjwctive pursuits. Ought such 
ardor be excluded from religion, 
right where it is most essential ? 
There is in it everything noble to 
elevate the mind, everything most 
excellent to excite the desire. It is 
not mere!y a belief and sentiment, 
it is an active influence, lending us 
to do as well as to think ; to act as 
well as to feel. Moreover it is ex- 
pressly enjoined on us by Christ in 
the first and greatest commandment ; 
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"Thou Shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy strength." 
What does it mean but that we are 
to cherish and maintain within our- 
selves an enthusiastic devotion 
towards God. He has a right to ex- 
pect it of us. He is our Creator, 
our Benefactor. He has led us all 
our life along and crowned our days 
with His loving kindness and mercy. 
To Him in gratitude for his manifold 
blessings, we should yield all rever- 
ence and love, obedience and wor- 
ship, not doing so grudgingly or of 
necessity, but cheerfully, willingly 
and fervently. 

How often is it true that the 
young man is so absorbed in the 
daily round of duties, and so eager 
in his pursuit of the fleeting plea- 
sures of life, that he utterly neglects 
his duties toward God his Maker, or 
performs them . in a manner devoid 
of all proper enthusiasm ; as a task 
at best unpleasant and irksome and 
the .sooner done the better. Instead 
of mingling religion with work and 
recreation, as is perfectly feasible, 
he separates them. He is too much 
occupied with other affairs. He has 
many years before him he thinks. 
God is a long way off. He will wait 
till the eventide of life, when the 
shadows lengthen and the fires of 
youth are quenched and cold, then 
he will find time enough to think of 
his obligations to God. To such a 
young man come the words of one 
of Israel's great kings, Solomon the 
wise, looking backward in his old 
age over a life whose glory had been 
dimmed by his forgetfulness of God, 
and who.se latter days were tinged 
with the bitterness of remorse. The 
words are full of solemn warning : 
" Rejoice, O young man in the days 
of thy youth, and let thy heart cheer 
thee in the days of thy youth, and 
walk in the ways of thine heart and 
and in the light of thine eyes, but 
know thou that for all these things 
God will surely bring thee to judg- 
ment." 

There "is a warmth and fervidness 
in the Christian soul which we sup- 
pose fires the bosoms of the angelic 
host. Conscience, that still small 
voice, is suflicient to lead the coldest 
character into the paths of rectitude, 
and enthusiasm is to conscience 
what honor is to to duty, a power- 
ful, all-pervading force that makes 
for righteousness. Enthusia.sm is 
everything for the well-grounded and 
faithful Christian. Before it the 
Storms of passion stibside, the plea- 
sures of self-love fade away, the 
mitid is lifted above everything base 
and ignoble, and the true moral 
worth and dignity of manhood shine 
forth with added splendor. The 
ardent Christian sees in J<f!5us Christ 
the consummation of divine enthu- 
siasm. A spirit patient in distress, 
fearless in duty, generous in sympa- 
thy and warm in devotion. He 
yearns for the perfection of charac- 
ter that crowned the earthly career 
of his Saviour, and though he often 
stray from the path and be over- 
borne by the sins and frailties of 
human nature, his constant striving 
after all that is good keeps the in- 
ward spirit ever glowing, urging 
him onward and upward. 

You young men and women who 
are standing on the tliroshold of the 
life of larger u.sefulness and resjwn- 
sibility, try to realize that there is 
not another country in the world 
that equals Anterica in the number 
and equipment of schools for the 
deaf. Not another that can lK)ast 
of as many sticcessful men and wo- 
men, graduates of these institutions, 
who in spite of the limitations im- 
posed on them by infirmity have 
risen superior to life's handicaps, 
and to-day are useful and rcspectetl 
citizens. Otir own school points 
with just pride to the rec<.)rd of its 
graduates. Many have risen to 
high and responsible positions, by 
virtue of the excellent training re- 
ceived in these hall.s. They are 
jealous for the honor of their Alma 
Afatcf and look to each succeeding 
graduating class to uphold tliat 
honor. There is naturally a bond of 
sympathy and fellow-feeling with 
which the graduates of years ago 
extend the hand of greeting to the 
young ones of to-day. They know 
and have proved the worth and pri- 
vileges you have enjoy?d, and know 
too, if you have made good use of 
the opportunities affor« ■■ ' v^^nr suc- 
cess in life is assured 

You are starting ou: ou your ca- 
reers eager with the buoyancy of 



youth's careless confidence for what- 
ever the future may bring forth. 
The precepts and advice of friendly 
counselors, the best wishes of teach- 
er and schoolmate go with you. The 
education you have received will 
stand you in good stead and win you 
half the battle of life. Industry and 
enthusiasm will win the other half. 
May the moral precepts .so carefully 
inculcated into you be your guide 
and stay and help you to prove 
straightforward, God-fearing, useful 
men and women. Try to realize to 
their fullest extent the obligations 
and responsibilities to God and your 
fellow-men that now are yours. Let 
each one in his appointed place do 
to the utmost of his ability the duties 
that lie nearest. The words of the 
A(x>stle Paul are most timely : "Fin- 
ally, brethren, whatsoever things 
are true, whatsoever things are hon- 
est, whatsoever things are just, 
whatsoever things are pure, whatso- 
ever things are lovely, whatsoever 
things are of good report ; if there 
be any praise, think ou these things 
— and do them — fervently."

In each ease tlie 
men and women chiefly in interested 
were deaf mutes, anil deaf mutes 
acted as interpreters. 

To make one marriage all the 
more remarkalile it amounted sim- 
ply to a ratification of a wedding 
which took place more than a quar- 
ter of a century ago. 

John M. Smith, aged 66 years, 
and Elmira Smith, aged 61, who 
had not seen each other for 27 .years 
until a story in the Spokesman- Re- 
vieiv united them last Saturday, 
decided that a lemarriage would 
make them I'eel more like hust>and 
ami wife. They were particularly 
inclined to this wa.y of thirtking 
when a deaf-mute friend reminded 
them that in the eyes of the law Mr. 
Smith became legally d<«ad 10 years 
after his wife lost track of liim 
when he came w«>st, and that re- 
marriage was the best way of bring- 
ing him to life. 

The aged couple readily made 
their wants known upon approach- 
ing the marriatye licens desk in the 
auditor's office yesterday, when they 
learned that Miss Duncan, a clerk, 
was an expert in the deaf and dumb 
language. After a brief period of 
gesticulation, in which the expres- 
sive countenances of hnsltand and 
wife worked quite as rapidly as 
their nimble, wrinked fingers. Miss 
Duncan acquainted Clerk Ile.ywood 
with the fact that a marriage license 
was in demand 

After more clasping and unclasp 
ing of their handn and approving 
nods, Miss Duncan was iuformed 
that they wauteil the ceremony per- 
formed by the Rev. H Edward 
Mills of Plymouth Congregational 
church. 

Miss Duncan telephoned the 
church, where she conducts a deaf 
and dumb class, and the Rev. Mr, 
Mills agreed to perform the cere-

house. 

This ai uiiiuiMiit'in v»iiN iiu" more 
weelome to Mr. aiul Mrs. Smith be- 
cause while burdened with the 
weight of years they are not burden- 
ed with money and could ill alTord 
to spare a mariiage fee. Under the 
law the justices of the peace or su- 
perior court jutigescan not perfoim 
ft marriage ceremony free of charge. 

The Rev. Mr. Mills agreed to chip 
in his "ervices in refylng the old 
knot. So he came down to the 
couithouse and the wedding was 
solemnized in Auditor Green's 
piivate office while most of the 
courthouse women employes looked 
blnahiugly on. Mr. and Mrs. Smith 
simply put their hands to their 
hands to their hearts while the 
pastor's words were repeateil to 
them by Herbert Charles, of 
Spokane, who is also a deaf mute. 
Then they cl.-isped hands and start • 
ed out on life's journey together 
again. 

Mr. and Mrs. Smith were fii-st 
married in Minneapolis In 1881 
Smith came west to seek his fortune 
in the Ccpur d'Alenes. His wife 
only received three letters from him 
during his long absence and had 
given him up when she learned 
throngh Spokane deaf-mutes that he 
was living here. She catne im- 
mediately to Spokane and got track 
of him at the Ondawa Inn Her 
story was pulilished in the S}x>kes- 
mati-Revitw and Smith, who read 
the story at Palonse, hastened to 
the city and located his wife at the 
Beilin hotel, 317 Main Avenne. 

Their only child died soon after 
Smith came west. The couple have 
decided to remain in Spokane and 
Smith will seek w^ork here. 

The other couple, who were mar- 
ried by the Rev. M. E. Dunn at his 
residence, secured a license to wed 
while the Smiths were also in the 
auditors office. They were Hugo 
Asa Holcombe of Colfax, Wash., 
and Miss May Reese, of Seattle. 
Their youth contrasted strongly 
with the age of the other coupli|«. 
Mr. Holcombe is 24 years ol«l and 
his bride is but 31. 

In this case also the best man was 
a deaf-mute. P. L. Axling, the 
eilitor of The Parmer, faoilitat»d 
the ceremony by acting as inter- 
preter. 

Their courtship oommenoed while 
both were students at a school for 
deaf-mutes.

Ladies and Gentlemen , Meiabcis of the 
Illinois Association of Ihe Deaf: — The 
preliiiiiimiy reiKirl of this Coniiniltee haH 
apjieared in tlie 8uj)plenientary report of 
the procecdiugs of the last convention. 
Therefore, it is unnecessary to repeat in 
detail tlie researches that led this Cominit- 
tee to take up the project of cstablisliing 
the Iloinefor the Aged and Infirm Deaf. 
A coiitrover.sy, however, aro.se at the be- 
ginning with tiie Kxeculive Board of the 
Association over its autiiorily to incorpor- 
ate the As.sociation. Eacli claimed tlie pri- 
vilege. This contention was happily set- 
tled by authorizing the Hoard to apply for 
the Charter, to include among other things 
the right to own, ojicrate and maintain a 
Home. The laws of Illinois require tlie 
appointment of a Board of Tru.stees. and 
your Coinmittee believing it within the 
limit of authority conferred upon them, 
designated the following nine trustees to 
serve these terms : — 

One year, to expire June I9<:>6, Messrs. 
Codman, Regeiislnirg ami Cleary. 

Two years, to expire June 1907, Sujierin- 
tendent (Jillett, Rev. Ilaseiistab and Miss 
Anna Morse. . 

Three years, to expire June 1908, Mr. J. 
li. Hall, Miss Roper, Mrs. Gerstley, (de- 
clined) Mr. Frank (substituted). 

Although tlie terms of the Trustees have 
ex])ired, they have been continued in oflTice 
by common consent until their successors 
are appointed at this meeting. The Hoard 
of Trustees in organizing made Miss Anna 
Morse jiresident and Mr. Cleary, secretary 
treasurer, with order to provide bonds or 
securities for all money in excess of J500 
that may be rai.sed and .said securities to be 
deposited with Miss Morse for safe-keep- 
ing. 

Your Committee found its task done 
with the organization of this Board of 
Trustees. Ihit before this was done it had 
to settle another vexatious problem. At 
first it was disposed to leave the work of 
raising funds over for tliis meeting of the 
A.ssociatioii. Mr. Cleary, Miss Rojier and 
your Chiiirman insisted on an immedi- 
ate beginning, and fniidly won over the 
rest. Superintendent Gilletf and Editor 
Clifford of the Advance, generously offered 
us si>ace in the school paper for the pur 
pose of soliciting and recording subscrip- 
tions, which offer was accepteil. In addi- 
tion these two gentlemen have furnished 
UH with stationery, blanks and miscella 
neons printing, and it is not possible for us 
to ever thank them suflicicntly for the 
Aimtilus they have given us and for the 
interest they have disjilayed in the project. 
Through the treasurer's bulletins and other 
notes of interest that have appeared in the 
Advance, you are familiarl with the work 
done by the Board of Tru,stee8 up to the 
present time. This Board, through Mr. 
Cleary, has prepared a detailed report and 
will .shortly lay it before you along with 
other recommendations. Your Committee 
cannot jiass over Mr. Cleary's work with 
out referring to it with inide and com 
mendatioii. The work has been purely a 
labor of love, and arduous as it has been, 
has given great satisfaction. Through him 
you have collected the magnificent sum of 
five thousan'l dollars before you have met 
to give your official endorsement to the 
iiroject. This is a record breaker, surpass- 
ing all initial efforts of the Ohio and I'cnn- 
sylvania Associations. All hail to Illinois ! 
N'oii arc to be congratulated upon the 
achievetneiit. But as a word of warning 
let not your e.xuherant joy beguile you into 
believing your labors arc al end. On the 
contrary^ your task is only begun. Th 
most serious work is still before you. The 
few thoiisfinds you have are but a few 
drops in the bucket to what will be re 
(|iiired. Your highest ambition should be 
lo raise an endowment fund of Jso,ooo and 
a building fund of $15,000. It is along 
step, but if you every energy in your 
hearts and minds united throughout the 
State for a common interest, you will suc- 
ceed. And I am sure you will succeed. 
You have many friends to help you. They 
only wait to see what you can do before 
they will ofTer to step into the breach. A 
few have alreafly made berjue.sts in their 
wills for the Home. There are charitable 
organizations presided over by the rich 
who have expressed a willingness to offer 
aid when you have shown them you have 
an ideal home, and until you have built 
this home we shall have to remain depeii 
dent upon the efforts of ourselves and 
friends. 

There is another class of people who 
have inoved theni.sclves staunch and loyal 
■friends of the Home. We refer to the ris- 
ing generation — the pupils of the State 
school. They are well initiated into the 
art of charitable giving, being among the 
most liberal and enthusiastic givers. At 
school, with the co-operation of their 
leaclieis, also worthy friends of the cause, 
(hey liiivc given fairs and entertainments 
for the benefit of the Home, at home dur- 
ing vacations the^ busy themselves in en- 
listing subscriptions from among friends 
and relative*. As our successors in the 
years lo come, we commend them to you. 
Among the many friends of the cause who 
are entitled lo our thanks are: Mr. R. V. 
McGregor, for the in.spiralion given us, 
and the Rev. Mr. Cloud and Mr. I'rank 
(Jray, who have zealously labored for the 
object for many years. 

This committee has not considered any 
official name for the Home, notwithstanil- 
ing the occasional reference to it in the 
lircss as the " Oillett Memorial Home." 
All honor is due to our dearly beloved 
friend and benefactor and former ttiperin- 
tendenl ! We revere his memory. His 
name stands out in illustrious splendor. 
He was a ms 11 of greatness who ruled his 
pupils with the loving disposition of a kind 
and indulgent father. And much as we 
would like to see the time-honored name 
of Gillett perpetuated, your Committee be- 
lieves that custom demands that the name 
" Memorial Home, " shall be reserveil lo 
for the donor of a large endowmeiil. Of 
course, this is a (juestion on which jieople 
may difTer, but your Committee recom- 
mends that for the present the Home shall 
be known as "The Illinois Home for Aged 
and Infirm Deaf I'cople," and give soma 
phflanthropist the opportunity to endow it 
III iiiemory of some ilear one. We can per- 
petuate the name Oillett on any of the 
Imlls or buildings. 

The lime is not far dUtant when it will 
be necessary to look around for a building 
site wiUi ample grounds to make il partial- 
ly self-supporting, Your preferences in 
location should Ik- made at this meeting, 
so that llic Hoard of Trustees, duly author- 
ized, may be in a position to open negotia- 
tions, whenever advisable, In the territory 
of your choice. The advantages of Chi- 
cago and Jacksonville -.wv n\«<\\\ clividrd.

are always in a position lo keep a close 
watch over the managet^ietit of the Home. 
But without support from public -spirited 
and philanthropic citizens of Jacksonville, 
the benefits of locating there would be 
nullified. It was for the purpose of sound- 
ing the s;aid and good people of Jackson- 
ville that your chairman undertook last 
Seiitember a special trip to Jacksonville, 
where a conference was heUi with Mayor 
Davis and representatives of the Business 
Men's Association in regard to offering a 
the Home a bonus either iu cash, land or 
buildings. There is nothing unusual about 
the demand. Any enterprising city with 
wide-awake citizens are quick to offer a 
bonus in return for the patronage which 
the growing institution and constant pil- 
grimage of visitors would in time bring to 
it. The citizens of Jacksonville are not 
enterpri.sing. They have turned down 
similar requests from factories and other 
enterprises, and although Mayor Davis, 
who was formerly coniicctcil with our 
school, pledged his support, there is but 
little to expect from his town people. On 
the other hand, in Chicago there is a grow- 
ing class of wealthy philanthropists with 
chances of interesting them in an endow- 
ment, and there are several charitable asso- 
ciations, like the Associated Hoard of Jew- 
ish Charities, who divide annually sums of 
many hundred thousand dollars exclusively 
among the local charitable institutions. 
Aljout two years ago, our Treasurer, Mr. 
Cleary, was in receipt oi an inquiry from 
Mrs. Poller Palmer, then chairman of a 
charity enterlaininent given at the Audi- 
torium, offering to donate a portion of the 
proceeds to our Home, but upon learning 
it did not yet exi.st and was not to l>e in 
Chicago, she withdrew the offer. A con- 
tribution from the Woman's Aid Society 
of Chicago, through our good friend, Mrs. 
Jennie Gerstly, and two large subscriptions 
from an unknown Chicago philaiithropist, 
indicate the deep interest that would be 
taken if the Home was established near 
Chicago. Besides, as the greater number 
of the deaf of Illinois live in and near Chi- 
cago, the larger jiart of the maintenance 
must necessarily come from the Chicago 
deaf. The projectors of the Pennsylvania 
Home have openly expressed their regrets 
over its location at Doylestown. The mis- 
lake is that jilace is a village. If il had 
been in Philadelphia or in Pittsburg, the 
deaf of the.se centers of population could 
have loisked belter after it. The Ohio 
Home is more fortunately located. The 
mass of the Buckeye deaf is located near 
Columbus. We beg to recommend that 
you sugge.st your preference as lo the mat- 
ter of location al this meeting, and make 
it possible for the Board of Trustees to act 
promptly when the opportunity presents 
Itself. 

The Ohio and Pennsylvania Homes re- 
ceive much material aid from local branches 
under competent management located in 
the larger cities and towns. These 
branches have their own officers and meet- 
ings and are given authority to raise and 
handle funds. They are required to reiiort 
and turn over the funds lo the Home Trea- 
surer. In return the treasurer sends the 
local branches monthly statements, show- 
ing receipts and expenditures of the Home. 
This system might be duplicated with good 
effect in Illinois if a capable organizer 
could be secured who would volunteer his 
services if traveling expenses are paid. Such 
an offer was once received from Mr. Mc- 
Gregor, but the committee was then with- 
out funds for the purpose. 

This Committee now asks lo be dis- 
charged. It believes it has carried out all 
your commi.ssions. It has planted the 
seed for the Home, and undei; your con- 
stant, persistent and patient care, it surely 
ought to grow and bear fruit. Tliere is an 
urgent need for the Home. Can any one 
picture a more pitiful spectacle than the 
loneliness and isolation of our jioor and 
helpless deaf scattered in almshouses where 
no one can understand or communicate in- 
telligently with them ? Gathered together 
in onr Home they will have the compan- 
ionship of one another, and of those fami- 
liar with their language, and be under the 
watchful eyes of kind friends who will 
under.standingly and lovingly administer 
to their wants. Such is the work done in 
homes for old soldiers, for the crippletl, 
for the blind; and we will do it. Best of 
all, with God's help, we will give thetn 
social and religious solace. In closing, it 
is worthy lo repeat to you these words in 
Mr. McGregor's address : 

"The deaf, brought up in our Schools 
and Institutions, are practicalcy ignorant 
of the art of giving. They receive loo 
much. Their board is free, their amuse- 
meiils are free, their clothing and scliool- 
book.s, in some schools, are entirely free. 
'fhcy receive much and give nothing. 
They are not educated lo give as are most 
hearing children. They are too prone to 
assimilate the idea that because they are 
deaf they are entitled to the earth without 
giving au e<)uivalent. In short, their edu- 
cation tends toward making them expect 
to receive something for nothing, " 

,So let us set an example and do our part 
in alleviating as best we can the sufferings 
of humanity. Life is so short indeed that 
we .should not permit ourselves to deny 
these old people some little joys and com- 
forts in the twilight of their lives.

" 'I'he downpour interfered with 
the flag-raising exercises at the 
Pennsylvania Institution for the 
Deaf, at Mount Airy, held in honor 
of Dr. A L. E Ciontei, Superin- 
tendent, who has just rounded out 
forty years of service with tlie In- 
stitution. Instead of the exercises 
being hehl on the grounds they 
were conducted iti the C/haptd of 
the Wissinoming Ifuilding. The 
new stalT, l!iO feet in length, which 
was recently erected on the lawn in 
front of the main building, is a gift 
from the fi lends and admirers of 
Dr. Crouter, while the flag is a tok- 
en esteem (rom the 530 students. 

The (lagHtafT was presented j'es- 
terday in a neat speech by Edwin 
Stanley Thompson and accepted l>y 
Rev. Dr. J. Andrews Harris, of St. 
I'aul's Episcopal Chuioh, on behalf 
of the lioard of Directors The 
fiiifi was presented by Frederick 
Henry Huglies, of the Clas-t of '08, 
on Ixdialf of the students, and was 
accepted l)y Dr. Crouter. The in- 
vocation was made l)y Rev. C- C. 
Tyler, and Rev. John J. Toomex , 
of the Catholic Church of the Holy 
Cross, Mount Airy, pronoiMwed the 
benediction. 

The fiagstaff is similar to the 
stall' ns<'d in the Enulish coast- 
guard service and is provided with 
a'gafT, from which signal flags of 
other nations can be displayed 
when visitors of ot.her nations are 
guests at the institution.

DoHton Notes. 



IJarely has the innate grace and 
beauty of the sign -language as used 
in public speaking, lieeu so perfect- 
ly shown as in the services conduct- 
ed by Rev. D. E. Moylan, of Balti 
more, at the Boston Society, on the 
7tli and 14tli of June. He had ab 
solute command of his sutiject and 
of him.self, and his dignified elo- 
quence mwde an even greater im- 
pression than we had anticipated. 
From lieginning lo end be held the 
rapt attention of audiences number- 
ing sixty-seven on the first Sunday 
and sixty nine on the second. 

For weeks and montlis we have 
looked forward to his coming, and 
now that the faithful efforts of Mr. 
Bigelow toward that end have been 
Clowned with success, we hanily 
know how to put into words our 
gratitude and gladness But, as 
Mr. Holmes said, " Our faces sliow 
it." 

For a full half-year, we have 
been without a regular preach'er, 
but, with a single exception, our 
Sunday services have been main- 
tained with a good degree of attend- 
ance and interest. Men in the 
prime of manhood, like Mr. Sargent 
and Mr. Pierce, have snatched time 
from their business, which they 
could ill s|)are, to write a message 
for us, and have delivered it with a 
power born of full couseciation to 
God; older men, like Mr Fairman 
and Mr Goldsmith have come for- 
ward lo help; Hartford professors 
have come to us when they could ; 
Mrs. Bow<len has s{)oken gracefully 
and forcibly when her turn came. 
For all this we are thankful, but we 
were not entirely satisfied. We 
longed for h full ij ordained minister, 
who might speak " as one having 
authority," and who would not con- 
fine himself to preaching, but he 
thoroughly our friend and pastor. 
Our first glance at Mr, Moylan, iis 
he stood in the pulpit, gave us as 
surance that in him we should find 
this. Even if his stay with us is 
but temporary, it will leave a bless- 
ing behind it. 

On the Hist Sunday Mr. Moylan 
prefaced his sermon by the slow 
and careful rendering of the hvinii, 
" Nearer, My God, To Thee." then 
followe<i a prayer which seemed 
veidy to lift us upward. 

As one lady said, " it seemed that 
we could really feel the blessing 
coming down." His sermon was 
mainly based upon the 

word of Luke 10: 29, " Who is thy 
neigh l>or?" It was a forceful expo- 
sition of the duty of loving one's 
neifihborj with a tender and beauti- 
ful allusion to the Great Exemplar, 
who loved us so well as to die for 
us. Every wonl was a vivid proof 
of the magic of the sign language 
when used with trained intelligence. 
Mr. Moylan miglit almost Ih> said to 
have three different styles: — the 
rhythmical or musical element pre- 
dominating in the hymn; the ele- 
ment of reverence in the prayer; 
and that of strength and emphasis 
i.i the sermon. 

lint all this beauty of delivery 
would have availed little without 
the depth and spirituality behind 
it. He spoke from his own heart to 
ours, and we felt it, whether we 
could express it or not. His ser- 
mon was full of ChriM, and he 
spoke as Chtist's amba-ssador, think- 
ing not at all of himself. 

At the conclusion of the service 
Mr. Frisbee stepped to the platform 
and spoke of the urgent needs of 
the Home in Everett, which has 
reached a critical period in its his- 
tory. When he closed Mr. Moylan 
giacefiSUy came forward, took his 
hand, endorsed all he said, and told 
us something of his own mission 
work ami liow wonderfully God had 
lilessed liim in it. When Mr. Bige- 
low proposed that he be invited to 
preach anotherSunday, the affirma- 
tive response was prompt and un- 
animous. 

Mr. Moylan appeal's to have 
dreaded bringing his Southern 
warmth to our cold Puritan shores, 
but he was evideutly evidently re- 
a.ssurcd by the cordiality of his re- 
ception. If the Boston Society are 
less active workers than he ima- 
gines, some of tliem certainly have 
" hearts so warm that they do not 
need a fire." 

This was well shown on Monday 
evening, June Sth, when a few peo- 
ple met the new preacher informal- 
ly at Mis. Bigelow's. Among those 
present were the committee of the 
Bo.ston Society. Mr. and Mrs. 
Holmes, Mr. an\l Mi's. Abrams, Mr. 
and Mrs. Perry, Mrs. and Miss 
Acheson, Mrs. Rudolph, Mrs, .Telli- 
son, Mrs. Tripp, Miss Moore, Miss 
•Tennings, and a few others 

Gathered around the dining room 
table, we talked like one family, of 
our needs and wishes, and Sir. 
Holmes voiced the sentiments of all 
when he said that Mr. Moylan was 
"just the one for us" — the one to 
take up the work of the neglected 
Boston Society, and eaiiy it for- 



ward. The reverend gentleman 
irravely and sweetly reminded us 
that the Lord's guidance must lie 
sought in the nutter, and that our 
strongest motives should be spiri- 
tual ones. 

Mr. Moylan spoke a few beauti- 
aud coniforiing words on the verse: 
— " In the world ye shall have tri- 
bulation: but be ye of good cheer; 
I have overcome the wot Id." He 
used a telling illustration when he 
took out his pocket-book and de- 
clared that our hearts were sealed 
like that book, each holding its own 
troubles, but, when opened, would 
be found to contain valuable things. 

After this, light refreshments 
were served, and the convers^ition 
became general. Before separating 
brief prayers were offered by Mes- 
srs liigelow, Holmes and Moylan, 
and we carried away with us a 
benediction not soon to be forgot- 
ten. 

Few who were at church on the 
first Sunday failed to come on the 
second or to bring friends with 
them . 

Mr. Moylan's recitation of hymns 
was even more beautiful than be- 
fore, and the open book with music 
before him, was a pointed proof of 
his appreciation of rhythm and har- 
mony, even liad not his perfectly 
modulated signs revealed the fact. 

The prefatory reading was from 
that most beautiful description of 
the divine human Christ— the first 
chapter of St. John. IIow the well- 
known words seemed to thrill as he 
repeated them? 

After the sermon Miss .Jennings 
asked permission to make a few re- 
marks, saying that Mr Moylan's 
had been a revelation to her of the 
beauty and power of the sign lan- 
guage. In this she had fully believ- 
ed, bnt had never seen it so plainly 
before. She emphasized the need 
of clearness and reverence in sicn- 
preaching, and expressed the be- 
lief that Mr. Moylan was the right 
preacher for oralists, because of his 
slow, careful, emphatic and rever- 
ent delivery, and also because of 
his Christ-like spirit. As an illus- 
tration, she spoke of her own ex- 
perience when climbing Great Blue 
Hill in Milton, the previous week 
Her friend kept calling her to 
'•come up hitiher." That is what 
Mr. Moylan can do for ns — lead ns 
to greater heights in the Christian 
life. 

In conclusion, she .said that such 
a pastor as he would be the answer 
to many prayers. She believed 
brighter days were dawning for the 
Boston Society, and urged them to 
make coming to church a matter of 
principle, and not to stop when the 
novelty wore off. •' It only remains 
for each one to do his duty, stand- 
ing firmly for the rigbt, the trnp. 
the pure, and God will be with us j 
and help us." Miss Jennings was 
followed by Mr. H. C. White, who 
e,\pressed entire agreement with all 
she had said. Mr. Moylan uraee- 
fuUy acknowledged the apprecia- 
tion shown, and expres.sed his ear- 
nest desire to work where he was 
needed, while at the same time in- 
sisting that the practical matter of 
financial return must be carefully 
considered. In this he is perfectly 
tight. " A" is a clergyman's daurh- 
ter, and she knows from hard ex- 
perience, that even the most deeply 
spiritual man cannot work t^ ad- 
vantage with straitened means. 
"The latiorer is worthy of his hire 
and if he cannot be fully remuner- 
ated he should not 1)6 called." 

On both Sunday afternoons, Mr. 
Movlan pj cached at Salem, and the 
intervening week was given up to 
visiting various places and people. 
One of the first places seen w,i8 the 
school at Beverly; one of the last : 
the Walt ham watcli factory. One 
night was spent at Ainesbury at tlie 
home of Mrs. Wise, where a social 
time was enjoyed. Among others 
entertaining him were Mrs. Chap- 
man, Mrs. Bowden and Mrs. 
Aluains. He also visited Marble- 
head, and the afternoon and even- 
ing of " Bunker Hill Day" were 
celebrated at the Home in Everett. 

It was the most perfect of June 
days, and the serenity of nature 
seeiu' d reflected in the happy faces 
as eighty or more people graduallj 
assembled on Mt, Washington. 

Arriving about three o'clock, "A" 
found both guests and inmates en- 
gaged in lieiug " took" on the front 
step.s, with Mr. Hirain Brown as 
photographer. It occnrie<l to her 
that it was the play of Hamlet with 
Hamlet left out, for Mr. Moylan 
had not yet arrived. Just before 
the final touch, however, he was 
discovered approaching with Mr. 
liigelow, and then followed a tumul- 
tuous waving of arms to staj' the 
proceedings until the central figure 
could be given a place. There was 
moie locome, Mr. Bigelow insiated 
that we .should " .stay put" until he 
could have his turn at photograph- 
ing us. 

That business over, we were al- 
lowed to relax our pose, and hunt 
up acqaintauces, old and new, 
while Mr. Moylan was shown over 
the hou.se and introduced right and 
left. 

A number of oralists were present 
among them being Mr. and Mrs. 
Nichols, Mrs. Chaplin, Misses New 
hall, Brodbim, Heliuboldt, Short, 
Moore and others. 

The arrangements were In charge 
of nearlv the same people as April 
20th. air. and Mis. Fiisbee, Mr.

low, Cart4>r, Rudolph, Converse, 



Burrill, and Miss Rosa Haton were 
indefatigable in their labors. An- 
other faithful friend and worker for 
for the Home is Mr. Tufts. When 
oue sees the comfort of the place, 
and i he evident content of the in- 
mates, one longs for some Carnegie 
to put it out of all einl>arra88ment. 

Supper was served in the barn, 
prefaced by a few remarks In re- 
gard to the needs of the Home and 
the gratitude of its managers for 
any help. 

Mr. Moylan followed, speaking of 
the reward that would attend faith- 
ful work, and then came one of the 
beautiful prayers that we have 
learned so well to know and love, 
and shall, no doubt, hunger for, in 
the weeks to come. Few, very few, 
can pray as he does. 

'i'he evening was devoted to so- 
cial converse, interpersed with an 
occasional display of fireworks after 
which we reluctantly said good-bye 
to Mr. Moylan, who was to leave for 
Providence on the following day. 

Of course, it will not be possible 
to forget him, but the best kind of 
remembrance will be the faithful 
following of the precepts he taught. 
May his nolde, beautiful life, be 
long continued, with still richer 
fruitage for others wherever it may 
be passed ! 

Two well-known dejit people have 
left us within a few weeks — one 
aged and one young-.-Mrs. Crossett 
and Miss Florence Lewis. We can 
scarcely mourn for Mrs. Crossett, 
who was constantlv suffering in 
body and mind, but Miss Lewis 
leaves a vacancy that we all feel. 
As a sweet little girl, she was an in- 
mate of the Sarah B'uller Home, and 
later, the pet and pride of her 
teachers at the Horace Mann School. 
She was a faithful attendant, for 
one year, at the Bible class held in 
Warren Avenue; at the prayer- 
meeting; at the Boston Society. 
We all noticed how very quiet and 
sad she was, the last few times that 
.she was able to attend, and how she 
would pray by herself. We cannot 
doubt that her wrong-doings, what- 
ever they may have been, were 
fully repented of and freely for- 
given, and that the pitying love of 
the Saviour of all is now hers, mak- 
ing up for the sins and sufferings of 
a world sometimes cold and hard to 
such as she.

'■'Ii« UallnuUnt Memorial. 



It iM proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. ThomaH Gullaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Muildiiig for St. Ann's Church for 
Doaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, Just went 
of AmHterdani Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the Btreet to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for *' The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $3U,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. Tho^' themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
